NOT FEAR OF FREE SILVER. 


The Country Is on a Gold Basis, With 
2 Gold President, and Why Is 
It Not Prosperous? 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 27.—Henry L. Stod- 
dard, special writer for the Mail and Ex- 
press, contributes an article to that jour- 
nal this evening, in which he declares that 
the great political question of the hour 
fs not so much the money question as it is 
Clevelandism. He states that the starting 
point from the present industrial depres- 
sion must be Cleveland’s exit. Mr. Stod- 
dard says: 

Senator Tillman, the pitchfork statesman 
from South Curolina, estimates, in a public 
interview, that there are 231 electoral votes 
in States which he regards as debatable 
ground, with the money question has ths 
conspicuous issue of the campaign and the 
Democracy lined up for free silver. -The 
States which have these votes are located 
south of the Ohio River and west of the 
Mississippi, and do not include Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois; all three of which have 
gent representatives to the Chicago Conven- 
tion next month Instructed in favor of 
a free silver declaration. 

Tillman's estimate of the electoral voting 
strength of the free silver cause, while by 
mo means accurate, is without doubt suffi- 
ciently impressive to make Republicans 
pause before committing the perilous error 
of thrusting the tariff question from first 


place in order to take up an issue which has 


tlready brought the Democracy to the verge 
of disruption, and puts Republicans where 
they find a wavering in their own ranks. 
The money. question is Grover Cleveland’s 
tissue, not the people's. It is not the nat- 
gral and logical result of exiting condl- 
tions. When Cleveland issued his historic 
call for an extra session of Congress to re- 
peal the free coinage clause of the Sher- 
mah law, he declared that that clause was 
the one menace of national prosperity. 
Within three months time, by the aid of 
Republican votes, and despite a 
majority of his own party in Congress, 
the “menace,” such as it was, 
was removed, and from that moment the 
Government has been on a gold basis. It 
is there to-day. No legislation can make 
it more «o. Has the promised prosperity 
followed? Has the country’s period of con- 
valescence,” as Mr. Cleveland termed it, 
passed into a state of complete recovery? 
Are we to-day, after our finances have been 
on a gold basis two years, any nearer the 
restoration of good times and good wages 
than we were before the law was repealed? 


It was contended, previous to the St. 
Louis convention, that a declaration there 
for gold, which no one ever doubted the 
Republicans. would make, would be fol- 
lowed by indications of returning confi- 
ience among business men, but the prices 
tor stocks, as well as for the ordinary com- 
modities of trade, show no such effect.

Standard President is in office and

great sweep for McKinley, as unprecedent- 
ed in politics as it was overwhelming in 
numbers, did not come because the people 
regarded the money agitation as the cause 
of their distress; but for the reason that, 
outside of Wall street, outside of this great 
metropolis if you please, in the great 
broad stretches of country and of popu- 
lation to the ‘west of us, the bread winners 
of the nation want an opportunity to be 
what their name implies.

I have not heard any of 
these wage earners attribute his difficulties 
to the fear of free cqjmagem If that is the 
belief of the masses, no one can point out 
evidenees of its existence. ‘ 

Every election that has occurred since 
Cleveland's return to the White House 
has been triumphantly won by Republic-. 
ans, not on the money question, but on 
the tariff. Cleveland has not been brought 
to book by Republicans or others, because 
of his money views, but on his own rec- 
ord and that of his party 6n other matters. 

People have turned from Clevelandism, 
not because it meant gold monometallism, 
but on the ground that Cleveland and his 
party haye demonstrated their incapability 
for a successful handling of our revenue 
laws. If the one question before the country 


Cleveland’s attitude on that subject would 
be quite as acceptable as that of any candi- 
date who accepts the St. Louis declaration. 
The very fact that there exists such a wide- 
spread determination to get rid of Cleve- 
land, such a tremendous and unprecedent- 
ed sentiment against the present occupant 
of the White House and his methods, is an 
evidence that there is something deeper, 
closer to the root of the existing depressions 
than this matter of the proper relations 
of gold and silver. 


SILVER IN NEW YORK 


Call Issued for Conventions to Elect 
Delegates to the St. Louis 
Silver Convention.

NEW YORK, June 27.—In the City of 
New York, the rallying point of men who 
are preparing to battle for the gold stand- 
ard, the advocates of free and unlimited 
coinage of silver have planted their stand- 
ard. They have issued a call for county 
and State conventions. The call is as fol- 
lows: . 

To the Citizens of the State of New York: 
A National Convention of the American 
silver organization has been summoned to 
St. Louis, Mo., on the 22d of July, at 12 m., 
to nominate candidates for President ang 
Vice-President of the United Staes, or to 
ratify acceptable nominations. 

“Ag the State representatives of the 
National Committee of the Silver Organiza- 
tion, I respectfully call upon the friends of 
the free coinage of silver resident in this 
State to meet in county conVentions on the 
10th of July and nominate ten delegates from 
each county to the State Convention 
which will assemble in this city on Mon- 
day, the 18th of July, at 10.0’clock a. m., at 
which convention in the City of New York 
delegates will be elected to the said Na- 
tional Convention at St. Louis. 

“County conventions should be organized 
with the election of a chairman and sécre- 
tary, the election of delegates to the State 
Convention following. Said chairman and 
secretary should jointly ‘issue their cer- 
tificates to each delegate, mentioning when 
and where the meeting was held at which 
the delegate was elected.

The Lucania With 10,000 More Horse- 
Power Beats the St. Paul but 21 
Minutes Across the Sea.

NEW YORK, June 27.—Everyone who 
came across in the big American line steam- 
er St. Paul on her westward trip that end- 
ed last evening, was satisfied to-day that her 
magnificent showing during the race with 
the Lucania was a grand achievement. For 
nearly two days both ocean flyers raced 
practically side by side, and although the 
British ship has some 10,000 horse-power 
more than the St. Paul she only succeeded 
in crossing the bar 21 minutes ahead of 
Ber. The Lucania. was sighted by the St. 
Paul's officers about 6e’clock on Thursday. 
A little later the Lucania saw the St. Paul 
and.on each ship there Was a consultation 
of officers that resulted in the piling on of 
coal. The race was started. Every effort 
was made by Chief Engineer Carnegie and 
his corps of stokers to beat the Lucania 
into port, but there was little hope of that 
because of the extra power of the Britisher. 
The big Cunarder hung onto the St. Paul 
all day. It was evident to the Americans 
that she was making every effort to pass 
her. The St. Paul, though during the day 
made a new record for a run of twenty-four 
hours, and forced the Lucania to do the 
same. The fact that the Lucania; passed 
Fire Island only 21 minutes ahead of the 
American was considered a great victory 
for the St. Paul. The Lucania had every 
advantage in the race. It was not St. Paul 
weather. 


MERCENARY SPANIARDS. 


A Correspondent Insists That They 
Steal as Well as Murder.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 27.—Secretary 
Quesada of the Cuban Legation has re- 
ceived letters describing the progress of the 
war. One of them, dater June ll, says: 

“In the last few days two bloody assas- 
sinations have been committed. Nine per- 
sons in the district of Quivican were mur- 
dered by Nelquzo. The widows came to the 
palace to demand justice, but they were not 
received. Two weeks ago, in Virtudes, 
six men, All married and with children, 
were put to death for being Cubans. Of 
course the newspapers here do not give any 
acount of these atrocities 

„The famous Troches will be a cemetery 
for a majority of its garrison. The prin- 
cipal paymaster of the Spanish Military 
Line has lost $18,000 gambling, and the sol- 
diers have not been paid. The Spaniards, 
losing heart, are fast leaving the island. I 
mean the influential merchants and well-to- 
do people. The Spanish Generals often visit 
Weyler to ask him for money to pay the 
troops, who are in a state bordering on 
mutiny. It is said that Weyler has already 
sent over $600,000 to Spain, and I know of 
a Major who in three months has taken out 
drafts for $11,000. Spain may send money 
to Cuba, but a great part of it goes into 
the pockets of her leading representatives 
here, who rob their sovereign and their sol- 
diers alike. The hospitals are full of strick- 
en Spanish soldiers. Cholera has appeared 
among the Spanish troops in Matanzas.”

QUIT WHEN HIS CHURCH FELL. 


Former Pastor of the Compton Heights 
Christian Church Says He’ll Do 
as He Likes, 


| The-storm which visited, 
molished among thousa of other struc- 
tures the Compton Heights Christian 
Church, corner California and St. Vincent 
evenues, was but a zephyr compared with 
the. storm which is now raging in that 
congregation. 

The relations of pastor and people have 
been torn asunder; nothing is too harsh 
for the one to accuse the other of. 

Certain members of the congregation say 
the pastor, Rev. J. L. Parsons, as soon as 
the church was demolished, and he ceased 
to draw his stipend, sent in a most discour- 
teous and peremptory resignation. 

When the church was torn and bleeding, 
and while the members of the.congregation 
were sore pressed by their great affliczion, 
the ‘pastor on whom they expected to lean 
in a spirituel way Withdrew himself from 
them, and tiiey say allowed them te do as 
best they might. 

The charge of heresy is also preferred 
against Rev. Parsons by some of his form- 
er flock. 

They say that before his resignation had 
been acted on by the congregation he had 
allied himself with, and was preaching for, 
the Christian Alliance. They do not un- 
derstand how a man can so suddenly change 
from a Christian pastor and embrace the 
doctrine of an organization such as the 
Christian Alliance, which they place in the 
same category with the Divine Healers, 
faith curists, Christian Scientists and oth- 
er organizations which are not recognized 
by the body with which Mr. Parsons has 
heretofore been identified. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called on Rev. 
Parsons at his home, 2847 St. Vincent ave- 
nue. The reverend gentleman was exceed- 
ingly wrathy when he learned the charges 
which certain of his former flock were 
making against him. He said he resigned 
three weeks ago, and he thought all trouble 
had ceased then. 

‘There is no truth,” said he, “in the 
statement that I resigned because of the 
financial troubles which had befallen the 
church or because I feared I would not get 
my pay. As a matter of fact, I am not 
now getting pay for preaching,“ and I never 
did have a stipulated salary, even when I 
was pastor of the Compton Heights Church, 

“J will give you my reason for resign- 
ing. It was due to à trouble that arose 
about the church property. The Compton

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“I have not allied myself with the Christ- 
ian Alliance people, but I have preached for 
them and will do ft again. You can say

“I have also preached in the streets for 
Mr. Gott in his gospel wagon and will do 
that again.

An Ex-Convict Criticises the Manage- 
ment of the Jefferson Jail.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 27.—John Den- 
ny, an ex-convict from Missouri, delivered 
a lecture at Huntsville, in Madison County, 
a night or two ago on the management of 
the Missouri ‘penitentiary. He related in- 
cidente that came undef his observation 
while he was a convict, where the prisoners 
were literally driven to death by the mer- 
clless treatment and the neglect of the 
guards, 

A desperate system of intimidation, he 
Says, is practiced to overawe the convicts 
and to prevent them from disclosing to 
visitors the true condition of affairs be- 
hind the walls, and when the visitors are 
conducted through the institutions only the 
bright side is shown therm, while some other 
things are kept from public observation, 

They see only the parts of the prison that 
are kept on dress parade, so to speak, for 
their special benefit, and are never con- 
ducted through the pgrtion that would 
show the dark side and reveal evidence of 
inhuman practices. 

In concluding his talk, Denny professed 
profound penitence for having strayed away 
from his early training, and declared that 
he was done with crime. He made a very 
favorable impression at Huntsville.

SCHNAIDER’S GARDEN MEETING. 


H ODE 


Prominent Citizens Make Speeches and | ? 


Appoint a Committee to Stir 
Up the Authorities. 


A large number of prominent citizens of 
the South Side met last night at Schnaider’s 
Garden to organize for the purpose of re- 
storing the portion of South St. Louis de- 
stroyed by the tornado. 

The meeting was in pursuance of the fol- 
lowing call, issued June 22, and signed by 
many prominent St. Louisans: 

“To the Citizens of the. Cyclone District: 

“Fellow-Citizens and Fellow-Sufferers: 
Since the catastrophe of May 27 the ener- 
gies of our people have been largely con- 


sumed in relieving immediate distress, feed- 
ing the hungry and sheltering the home- 
ess. 

„We believe the time has now come, how- 
ever, to think not only of the individual 
sufferers, but to plan concerning the resur- 
rection of South St. Louis. 

“Our entire section of the city has been 
crippled in the race with other sections. 
Lafayette Park is a ruin, the City Hos- 
pital gone, many schools, churches and 
similar institutions destroyed, and real es- 
tate in some localities has depreciated 
frightfully. We can nevér hope to hold 
our own with other sections unless the 
citizens of our whole district rally to our 
common standard and place public inter- 
est above every other consideration. 

»The spirit of unity, triotism and he- 
roic self-sacrifice for the public welfare 
that has everywhere characterized e 
work of relief mugt not be allowed to cool 
as the excitement incident to the storm 
passes away, but it must be fanned into 
a flame, organized and converted into @ 
"Genre pte active force in behalf of the 

est interests of the people. We, the un- 
dersigned, therefore call a meeti at 
Schnaider’s Garden, Saturday, June 2/, at 
8 p. m., for the purpose of advancing our 
common interests, until South St. 
has regained her lost power and is again 
abreast the North and West sides in every 
movement that makes a better, a healthier 
and a more progressive St. Louis.” 


Last night’s meeting was called to order 
by R. A. Verdier of the new Civic Club. 
The South Side must be repaired, he said, 
and the calamity could be made a blessin 
if only the proper spirit of sympathy an 
bretherhood could be aroused. He then in- 
troduced George Mineh as Chairman of the 
meeting. Mr. Minch in opening the meet- 
ing said: 

i n a fact that the 
South Side is being sadly neglected by the 
city authorities. The chief magistrate of 
our city and others seem to have forgotten 
that we exist. Our school~houses and en- 
gine-houses have been crippled or destroy- 
ed, our streets are still unlighted. Call we 
pay taxes the same as citizens in the north 
and West End. 7 

“Five weeks have p and the time 
has come to assert our rights. These hts 
must be looked after by the men in office 
or we will find others who will look after 
them. This is not a partisan business; it 
is a matter of self preservation. 

“If the city officers cannot find time to 
look after our interests they must be re- 
placed with others who can. The South 
Side has been neglected for years. Now, 
we must stick together and claim recog- 
nition and demand our rights in the way of 
streets, water, gas, schools and engine- 


houses. Organization will mean an increase 


of business, and something can and will 
be done if we act judiciously and promptly. 
Our parks have gone to Waste and the 
value of all our property will sink unless 
the city authorities wake up and do their 
duty. We propose to form an organization 
that will take up this question quickly and 
fiercely and we hope to accomplish some- 
thing that will work to the rebuilding and 
future upbullding of South St. Louis.”’ 

There was prolonged applause at the con- 
clusion of this speech. 


Chairman Minch introduced Fr. John J. 
Head, pastor of the Annunciation Church. 
Fr. Head said in part: 

‘This is the 27th of the month, a day des- 
tined to be memorable and historical. It is 
well that the work of restoration should be- 
gin on the same date as that on which the 
tornado visited our city. We are not here 
to ask charity, but to demand retributive 
justice. The late catastrophe has but 
served to unite every creed and every na- 
tionality into one great sympathetic heart 
that beats for the sufferers. Yet we still

At the close of the spring term of 1896 
the State Board of Health formulated a 
strict code of rules looking to the elevation 
of +e. @andard of admission to the medi- 
cal colleges, which was to serve as a bar 
to the wholesale influx of students who 
aspire to become doctors, many of whom 
had but scant lHterary qualifications. 

This rule was as follows: 

Creditable certificates of ood 
moral standing. (b) Diplomas of ua- 
tion from a literary or scientific college or 
high school, or in lieu thereof, an exam- 
ination by the State Superintendent of 
Public Schools tn the following branches: 
English grammar and composition, arith- 
metic, algebra as far as d atics, ele- 
mentary physics, United States history, 
geography and Latin, equivalent to one 
year in a high school.” 

Dr. Allen said: “Our purpose is to assist 
the board in elevating the standard of edu- 
cation in medical colleges. The only point 
we desire to make in this regard is by way 
of a concession from the board that it allow 
the colleges to institute a department of 
Latin instruction, Some of our brightest 
students come from the country. Latin is 
not taught in the country public high 
schools, and under the —— 9 . Tule, how- 
ever well a student may be qualified as to 
other requirements, we cannot admit him 
because of his ignorance of Latin. 

‘The result is, he goes out of the State 
to another college, in all of which they 
teach the students Latin, physics, or other 
studies in which they are deficient. This 
rule places Missouri medical colleges at a 
great disadvantage, and drives her young 
State.

above, i 

The interest taken in the situa- 
first, as being of the 3 importance. 
As the situation stands now, one of, two 
great political’ parties has nominated a 
candidate for the Presidency upon a plat- 
form declaring for the gold standard for 
the currency. The declaration proved sat- 
isfactory to the financial community, and 
this satisfaction was modified only by mis- 
givings as to the personality of the candi- 

ate. 

Within less than two weeks the other of 
the great parties will meet in convention 
for the purpose of nominating a candidate 
for the presidency and of putting its con- 
-victions on record also as to the question 
of the country’s standard of value. It is 
generally asumed, and all indications int 
that way, that the Democratic party will de- 
clare outright for free coinage of silver, 
or at least will make such a declaration up- 
on the financial question as will prove 
unsatisfactory to the vast body of st-

For the past six months the diplomatic 
relations between this country and others 
have for the first time in many years played 
an important and at times an exclusive part 
The stock mar- 
kets have been violently disturbed at times 
by the chances of war between this country 
and England or Spain, growing out of the 
disputes between those countries and Ven- 
ezuela and Cuba. The shock that Wall 
street received last December upon the cul- 
mination of the Venezuelan question in 
its diplomatic phase has never beeh forgot- 
ten, and ever since that time any develo 
ments of a like tenor have been peculiarly 
disturbing. 

The almost exclusive interest taken dur- 
ing the past six months in international 
and domestic politics has diverted atten- 
tion from the usual matters which are 
looked to as likely fo influence the values 
of securities. A brief resume of them at 
this time may be pertinent. 

Chiefly owing to the two questions cited 
the country’s trade is in a depressed and 
languishing condition. Bank clearances 
are falling off in volume, and almost daily 


failures and of the closing down of mills 
and factories. There appears be no 
fundamerttal reason other than those cited 
for this condition of things. , 
Involving, as the political campaign. of 
this year does, such weighty questions as 


of the country’s standard of money value, 
reflections suggest that phe. depression in 
trade is not umreasofable. The condition 
of the country’s crops, another matter 
which usually is both a ulative factor 
and one affecting business, is highly satis- 
factory, although at this time it hardly en- 
ters into the discussion except in the separ- 
ate markets affected. 

The condition of the national finances is 
still unsatisfactory, as the revenues of the 
Government continue inadequate to pro- 
vide for its outlays, and owing to the com- 

lexion of Congress there appears to be no 
mmediate hope of relfef in this res t. 
Sooner or later it is evident that the Gov- 


um. 

The week’s stock market has been an un- 
satisfactory one from almost every point 
of view. The improvement noted in the 


growing enthusiasm arising out of the 
action of the Republican convention ap- 
pears to be oozing out. A feature of the 
week has been a revival of speculation in 


market. The movement attracted perhaps 
undue attention as a reflection of the grave 
interest taken in the political situation.
